type, and when there is a person of ex- 
penance in charge. The amateur would 
e unwise to attempt this method until 
such time as experience and knowledge

the Irish Free State. 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Is it not essential 
for your case that you should show that 
these defamatory words were published in 


this conntry? 


Mr. Mooney submitted that if the laintiff 
had a residence in London as well as in 
County Waterford, and that if a resident in 
the neighbourhood of his London residence 
read the words and understood them to mean 
that the plaintiff had been guilty of em- 
bracery, the plaintiff's action would be good. 

r. Justice O’Byrne said that what he 
wanted to be satisfied aboot was whether it 
was necessary to allege in the statement of 
claim that these words were published in the 
Irish Free State. He would allow the

EK. Allan, engineer in charge of electricity 
supply and public lighting, gas examiner and 
official inspector of meters, appeared before 
the Tribunal. 
| Mr. Allan gaid that gas was purchased 
from the Alhance and Dublin Consumers 
Gas Company at 10s. 3d. per therm, less 10 
ir cent, in the old city, Rathmines and 
Deashadion: and lls. 4d, per therm, less 10 
ir cent. in Terenure, Killester and Cabra. 
he use of gas was not confined to. any one 
area. In 1930-31 there were 3,695 gas lamps in 
use. In 1933-34 there were 35,823, and at the 
end of March, 1936, it was estimated .thas 
the number would be 3,806.. There were 
551 arc lamps in 1931 and 497 at the moment. 


ELECTRIC > LAMPS >>»: 


Incandescent electrics lamps were. situated 
in some important thoroughfares in the old 
city, in side streets and in suburbs. They 
constituted the prineipal form of lighting at 
Rathmines, Pembroke and the South rural 
areas. The total number of incandescent 
lamps at the date of the acquisition of the 
added areas was 4,853; and it was estimated 
that the number in March, 1936, would be 
5,951. - The expenditure for electricity. in 
1935-34 was £12,695 17s. 9d. The cost of 
current lighting and extinguishing and re- 

irs and-maintenance in Rathmines . was

The cost of lighting a second class road 
was. about £450 per mile. and the cost of 
lighting a first class road about. £800 a mile. 


THREE SYSTEMS 


In reply to Mr. FE. J. Kelly, Mr. Allan said 
that the Corporation was anxious to do.all in 
its power to extend and improve public light- 
ing, and, if the occasion arose in which they 
could do anything more, they would do it. 
The gas-filled electrical lamp was replacing 
the arc lamp. That was. the tendency, in 
Great Britain ‘and the Continent, with one or 
two exceptions, When the Corporation took 
over the added areas there were three 
different, systems of lighting in operation in 
the three areas. 

Mr. Courtney (a member of the Tribunal)— 
Is it not a fact that since the taking over of 
the added areas there has been a 235. per 
cent, increase in the numbét of lamps in the 
old city, while in the added, areas the increase 
only is 8 per cent. ; 

Mr. Allan replied that part of the increase 
in the old city was due to new housing 
areas. The increase of fast traffic in the city 
had made necessary the better lighting of the 
side streets. 

Mr. Courtney—When the differential rating 
disappears next year will not the added areas 
be paying part of the cost of maintaining that 
very great increase in lighting in the old city, 
while the increase in their own area will not 
be in the same proportion?—Yes; but a good.

| A MANUFACTURER'S 
PROTEST 


| PROTEST against the pie, of a

| by Mr, P. J. Smyth, of Messrs, P. J. Smyth 
and Co., sack and cotton bag manufacturers, 
Hawkins street, Dublin, in the course of an 
interview with an ríl Times. reporter. yes: 

The immediate effect of such a 
monopoly, he said, would mean the creation 
of another middleman, and a consequent rise 
in the cost of flour bags.

Explaining the ition. and, outlining the 
latory of Neil pig camel 97 in the Free 
State, Mr. Smyth said—*‘* When we came into 
{ the trade forty years ago there were, 90 
printed cotton flour bags used, and the first 
attempt at printing in this direction was by 
means of a stencil marking on the bag, 
which, however, only gave the weight. When 
the use of the cotton bag became general we 
were just able to survive the keen competition 
of cross-Channel firms, which had not to foot 
the cost of port dues, etc. After a time, 
however, we Seen to get a fair share of the 
trade. 

“ Previous to the imposition of tariffs by 
the Government last year an Order was intro- 
duced making it compulsory that all imported 
bags dead be marked with the ermeag! uf 
origin, and Irish millers were using bags 
marked ‘English Made.’ Naturally, these 
were not as popular as those marked ‘Irish 
Made’ or‘ Irish bags for Irish milled flour,’ 
as ours were. When the tariffs were imposed 
about eighteen months ago the imported 
ready-made and printed bag trade was virtu- 
ally finished. We then told the Government 
that we were prepared to make all the 
requirements of the Irish miller, provided 
there was a guarantee given that no cross- 
Channel firm would be allowed to come into 
this country. We got the assurance, ver- 
bally, that there would be no interference, 
and, acting on that, we opened a new factory 
and installed new plant and machinery here 
for the manufacture and printing of bags 
made from the imported cloth, The only 
competition we had was from sther national 
firms, but the position was, I think, from 
every point of view, eminently satisfactory. 


EFFECT OF MONOPOLY 


“The latest report is that it is the inten- 
tion of a company of English origin to apply 
for a mondpoly of all classes of cotton cloth, 
including bag cloth, that fr to be imported 
pending the completion of their Free State 
lactory, If this is done, we shall not be able 
to obtain any imported cloth for the manu- 
facture of printed flour bags, except through 
that firm. The result will probably be 4 
considerable rise in the price of cloth, as we 
will be cut off from exploring the cheapest 
sources of supply. This rise in price will 
naturally be passed on through us to the 
miller, and will bring about an immediate 
jump in the price of flour and, perhaps, of 
bread. 

‘The millers’ manufacturing costs un- 
avoidably are already a sufficient imposition 
on the public, but a monopoly might mean 
an increase of as much as ls. 6d, per sack 
ef flour. Such an infliction would be most 
unfair to the public, and we do not want 
to be a party to it. We do not ask for a 
monopoly; we want competition, but if this 
new company gets a Government monopoly 
it will kill competition, Ultimately the cost 
is bound to be transferred to the consumer. 
Why should any firm be granted a monopoly 
of imported cloth prior to starting weaving! 
Even if it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to set up a weaving company, there 
would be many difficulties in their way, The 
varn would kave to be imported, for spin- 
ning is out-of the question. Cloth must be 
woven from yarn which is close at hand; the 
‘size’ in which the yarn 1s treated to 
strengthen and hold it will rot faint a sea 
passage, and the cloth manufactured from it 
will be inferior. The only alternative would 
be to use more cotton in the yarn, and this 
wonld put the price of the cloth up sky 
high.”

Captain Gordon Olley 


Negotiations are in progress, it is under- 
stood, between the Irish Free State 
Government and the Olley Air Transport, 
Ltd., for the operation of an aviation 
service between Dublin and London. 
Captain Gordon P. Olley, the chief of the 
company bearing his name, is one of the 
best-known transport pilots in the worl. 
He has flown over a million miles, and 
has flying experience of almost every part 
of the world. He has been in Northern 
Ireland on a number af occasions, my first 
meeting with him having been in Belfast 
in 1928 on the eve of the first Tourist 
Trophy car race. There were many lead- 
ing air personalities at the race, and my 
introduction to Captain Olley. was, as a 
matter of fact, made by the late Sir Sefton 
Brancker. Captain Olley is a modest, 
cheerful man. He is about 41 years of age. 
but looks younger. 


Old Ferry Pilot 


In the closing stages of the War Captain 
Olley was a “ ferry pilot,’’ flying new 
‘planes from England to France, some- 
times coming back by boat and sometimes 
in ‘planes discarded as unfit for further 
active service. It is amazing how many 
* of the airmen who have become famous 
since the War were in the ferry service, 
Among them were Captain F. LL. Barnard, 
Captain Hinchliffe and the iate Colonel 
Henderson, who lost his life in the 
Meopham crash, in which the Marquess of 
Dufferin and Ava also was killed. Cap- 
tain Sir Malcolm Campbell, the holder of 
the world’s land speed record, was another 
*‘ferry pilot.” Did the pilots of the 
fighter squadrons abandon flying altogether 
when the War ended? Captain H. C. 
Biard, the Schneider Cup winner, was an 
instructor during most of the War years. 
So were some of our Irish car racing men. 


August 1914 


Captain Olley was one of those who 
joined up in the first month of the Great 
Var. At first he was a motor cycle 
despatch rider with the Royal Fusiliers, 
but he soon secured a transfer to the 
Royal Flying Corps. He became a corporal 
observer in the early days, when aircraft 
crews took “' pots”’ at each other with 
rifles and revolvers, before machine-guns 
were mounted. Then he became a sergeant 
pilot, attached to the famous No. 1 R.F.C. 
Squadron. He had many exciting experi- 
ences before being placed on the “ ferry ”’ 
service in 1917. He also spent some time 
during the war as a test pilot. He was 
one of the pioneer commercial pilots 
between London and the Continent. Some 
of his most interesting experiences have 
been on special charter work, with a

veritable "'taxi-cab of the air,” flying 
where the will or whim, of the hirer 
demands, His Fi a have included 
Captain Alfred Lowenstein, the Belgian 
financier, and Frances Lorang, of the ill- 
fated Bluebird enterprises, “With these 
men .Olley made many mysterious 
journeys.

Stanislav Frydberg 


Professor Stanislav Frydberg, the cele- 
brated Polish violinist, who has so gene- 
rously offered tm give.a recital in-aid of 
the poor of Dublin, has had a remarkable 
career.

new régime was unlikely to be consonant 
with his views. Hé was imprisoned, 
sentenced to death, released and finally 
banished from Russia. Returning to his 


native Poland, Frydberg resumed practice 


as a barrister and devoted his leisure to 
the violin. He has in recent years taken 
up. the violin as a career, and within six 
months has given sixty concerts in aid of 
the German unemployed.

A meeting of the United Society for 


' Christian Literature was held im the Church 


Missionary Seciety Hall, Molesworth - street, 
Dublin, yesterday, when the Rev. K. Mercer 
Wilson, M.A., General Secretary of “the 
Society, and formerly curate of Mariners’ 
Church, Dún Laoghaire, delivered an address. 
Mr. Charles Eason presided. 

The Rev. Mercer Wilson explained to the 
meeting that the Society represented the 
union of two old organisations—the Religious 
Tract Society, dating from 1799, and the 
Christian Literature Society for India and 
Africa, dating from 1858. The programme 
of the new Society, he said, was carried on 
in over 300 languages. John Bunyan’s 
“ Pilgrim’s. Progress” had heen translated 
into 136 different languages, the last version 
being a translation: into Tigrinya, the langu- 
age of Eritrea, on the borders of Abyssinia, 
The programme of the Society in China was 
carried on from the dépét at Hankow, from 
which over eight million pieces: of literature 


were distributed every year. Newspaper 


evangelism work in Japan was carried on 
through the support of the United Society. 
A similar experiment in newspaper evangelism 
was being extended from Japan to China and 
into portion of India; and was also being 
arranged for in Spain under the new Republic.

A Very “Modern” Version 


John the Baptist: A Modern Interpreta- 


tion. By Margaret Goldsmith 
Arthur Barker. 17/6 net. ee 


HIS is everything but a conventional 
study of the Precursor. The more 
orthodox of Christians will reject it as 
a far too modern interpretation. Miss 
Goldsmith has read widely, if not deeply, 
in the available material, ancient and 
modern, and in many languages, and has 
constructed from it a biography of the 
psychological type now so much in vogue. 

She makes no bones about this, and 
frankly declares that she has made a quite 
arbitrary selection of facts. After all, 
isn't that what is generally done, and 
why should it not be done in the ease of 
John, on whom the Gospels themselves are 
not tn agreement on some points? In this 
book the result is decidedly interesting. 

She has, she says, “ tried to forget the 
religious interpretation she was taught by 
the Church, and to approach her subject. 
with a mind free from religious prejudices 
. « » » to see John the Baptist as an 
historical figure, to interpret his character 
from the point of view of twentieth century 
psychology, and to understand him as a 
struggling human being.’’ 

Her interpretation is a study of John in 
contrast and comparison with the greater 
figure, his six months younger “' distant 
Cousin, Jesus of Nazareth.”’ In arriving 
at it she takes into consideration as an 
essential element the unhappy situation of 
the Jews under Roman rule, and their 
aspiration after religious as well as 
political independence. Among them 
she notes pro-Roman and _anti- 
Roman factions and the divergent con- 
ceptions of the Messiah held by different 
sects or groups. She stresses Zacharia’s 
puritanism and fanatical obedience to his 
God and contrasts the home influences in 
the childhood of John and Jesus. ‘‘ Jesus 
rever knew the harsh and unreienting 
rules which governed John’s childhood, 
for Mary was.a woman of vision and 
knew that her sensitive Son must be 
tréated gently if He was to fulfil His 
great future” And yet, she thinks, 
Mary “ih fact may have been a 
foundling,’’ and she is inclined to believe 
“in the account of Jesus’ birth given in 
the Protoevangelium of James.

preaching she becomes more controversial 
still. She see the conflict always in 
John’s: mind, the spiritual. aloofnuss of 
Jesus from him, Jesus’ entire 
Eo... she declares, “‘was, in fact, 
ased on John’s testimony, but already, 
at the very inning of His career and 
before He had n His formal ministry, 
Jesus’ attitude towards those whom He 
taught, to the problems of life, to life 
itself, was diametrically opposed to 
is Jesus’ actions at this time 
showed an almost aggressive o ition 
to the Baptist.” The tidings of this filled 
John with bitter amazement; and he 
thought Jesus was ‘‘not living up to His 
Old Testament expectations of what the 
Messiah mnst do, say, and think.” 

Miss Goldsmith’s reading is this: 

“It seems as though He wanted to 
emphasize at once how strongly He 
objected to John’s  wuncompromisin 
violence, to his lack of forgiveness an 
humanity. Perhaps, Jesus already realised 
that John’s teachi had been negative, 
centering as they did on the repentance of 
past sins, Whether or not Jesus was 
conscious of this lack in the Baptist’s 
ministry. He at once indicated to His 
small group of followers that He intended 
preaching a constructive doctrine,”’ 

Miss Goldsmith is equally heterodox 
in her summing up of the attitude of John, 
and concludes that in the end when he was 
in prison, ‘‘ in the privacy of his own mind, 
he must have agreed with those of his 
disciples who “verre the Pharisees in call- 
ing Jesus “ a gluttonous man ’ and a ‘wine- 
bibber.’ ’’ Curiously enough, even as late 
as the second century a.p., John’s 
‘‘ baptism and teaching of repentance had 
still recognised following, stubbornly 
hostile to the young Church,” and John 
was regarded as the Kfessiah, not His Fore- 
runner. But in all religions, even to-day, 
is there-not this somewhat similar diverg- 
ence between militant and puritanical 
elements onthe one hand, and more pacific 
and liberal elements on the other ? 

This is not a book for use as a Sunday 
School text, but neither will it gratify 
those whose main interest in John is de- 
rived from the imaginative romance woven 
around the Baptist, Herod and Salome, by 
Oscar Wilde and Other writers. :

'T8IS latest collection of essays by 
Osbert Sitwell is described as ‘‘A 
Book of Tirades and Panegyrics ” ; but in 
reality it. forms merely another anthology 
of complaint against those well-tried 
warriors—the Public School System, 
Hunting, English food, modern novels, 
Fascism, etc. From what one can gather 
Mr. Sitwell in his early days was one of 
those boys who are “ different’’ from the 
rest of the vulgar, brutal herd. His 
observations of public schools prove that 
this is an accurate opinion, Unfortunately, 
however, Mr. Sitwell never has forgotten 
his early rébelliousness, and now, at 
middle age, he continues to rail at 
anomalies that long since have exhausted 
the attention of other writers. His claim 
to fame lies in the fact that he does it so 
violently. Thus, he says ‘‘ public schools 
are to private schools as lunatic. asylums 
to mental homes; larger, and less com- 
fortable ' ; and then, ‘‘sinee the in- 
ning of the nineteenth century the public 
school has injiired incaleulably the 
English governing classes.’’ These two 
statements admittedly arouse interest by 
their provocative tone ; but are they really 
worth consideration? Mr. Sitwell con- 
tinually spoils an entertaining argument 
by an altogether unreasonable and 
essentially ‘‘discontented-childish’’ spate 
of excessive abuse. His hatred of the 
bourgeois mind proyokes him to make wild 
observations that cut the ground from 
beneath his own feet.

When, however, he forgets that he is 
‘‘ different,’’ and begins to recount a story, 
or to describe an incident, he is original, 
refreshing and witty.

page of this book. Where Miss Bourne is 
enjoying herself, interested in her sur- 
roundings, she writes with real wit and a 
youthful vitality that is original and 
refreshing. She ‘cannot, however, lend 
reality or life to her adventures when they 
become monotonous or wearisome, Each 
incident is recorded faithfully, but the 
inspiration no longer seems to be there. 
Admittedly to give value to the trivial is 
a talent possessed by very few writers; 
but the greater part of “ Out of the 
World ”’ is so good that one regrets keenly 
the few. indifferent chapters. 

Miss Bourne’s adventures began when 
she offered to take the place of a sick 
deckharid on the sailing ship Thermopyle 
~—not the grain ship, but a fine vessel none 
the less. Her first job was to paint the 
hold perched on a six-foot plank twenty 
feet up in the air, and from then onwards 
she proved as useful as any oí the men. 
Miss Bourne is at her best in her descrip- 
tions of life at sea. 


The Native Life 


She loft her ship at Sydney, and from 
that city voyaged to Fiji by liner, landing 
at Suva. In a long chapter she tells of 
her life among the natives, their habits, 
their food, and their domestic arrange- 
ments; but one cannot help feeling that 
the somewhat childish Fijians have no 
great attraction for Miss Bourne. From 
Fiji she- went to Tonga, an island ruined 
by the attentions of a certain missionary 
by the name of Baker, and again she 
describes in detail the native life and the 
local celebrities. : 

Although these island sequences may 
not be very exciting they do give an 
unusually comprehensive and tindoubtedly 
reliable report of how the inhabitants live. 
When Miss Bourne, however, comes to 
Tahiti she is both informative and enter- 
taining ; for Tahiti is different to the ordi- 
nary South Sea island, with its wholly 
simple and rather dreary people.

Her Remarkable Life 


Rachel the immortal. By Bernard Falk.

py Avine given the reading world an 
excellent volume on the life of Ada 
Menken, “ the naked lady,’’ Mr. Bernard 
Falk, in his new book, turns his attention 
‘to an actress of a very different kind. 
The difference might be summarised by 
stating that, whereas Menkén acted best 
off-stage, poor Rachel utterly failed to be 
an actress until she was behind the foot- 
lights. Without the protection of the 
toscenium arch Rachel was to the end of 
er days little better than the canaille 
from which she derived. She was born 
without any trace of those virtues and 
conventionalities which, in the «sum, 
constitute the ‘‘ réspectable life”; and 
to the end of her life respectable was the 
last word that anyone could have applied 
to her, i 

Yet she was an actress of genius—an 
actress who is considered by many excel- 
lent judges, to have been the “greatest 
actress of all time. Her career is 
truly amazing, and the. niga of her 
life is one of the most fascinating 
which the world can give. She came of 
parents who travelled about Europe as 
pedlars. never getting more from their 
vagabondage than the merest livelihood. 
Every member of the large family was 
born almost literally on the road; and the 
great Rachel herself began her thrilling 
career by singing in the streets. With her 
sister Sarah, who in the end becomes Mr. 
Falk’s villainess, she found herself com- 
bow to do something to augment the 
amily funds, and thus one of the greatest 
tragic. actresses of the world began her 
career almost as a beggar, She managed 
to secure a few lessons in singing, together 
with some lessons in acting, and then 
went to the Paris Conservatoire. After 
that she played for a short period at the 
Gymnase, but so great was her obvious 
genius that almost before she was aware 
of it hersélf, and certainly before many 
people in Paris were aware of her existence, 
she had secured 4 triumphand had restored 
the classic power of Corneille and Racine. 


Undisputed Sovereign 


For twenty yeats she reigned supremé 
on the French stage, and was almost the 
undisputed sovereign of the world’s 
theatre. Only in the United States was 
her genius unrecognised and unappreciated, 
and for this Mr, Falk has an explanation 
that now appears to be adequate. There 
was not at the time in the greater part of 
the United States the kind of audience 
which could have appreciated either the 
plays presented or the kind of acting that 


was in Rachel’s power to give. Even those

With 
President de Valera the people know—to 
some extent, at any rate—where they 
stand. He has declared time and again 
that he wishes to secede from the Common- 
wealth, and that he merely is biding his 
time in search of a favourable oppor-

The Greek Coup 


A not unexpected coup d'état in Greece 
has swept away the Republican Constitu- 
tion, "and replaced it by a military 
dictatorship pledged to restore the 
monarchy. Since the Republican revolt 
last March events have moved swiftly in 
Greece, but not swiftly enough, it seems, 
for General Kondylis, the “ strong man ”’ 
of the Cabinet. His assumption of power 
is a move—for the moment, a winning 
move—in a game which he has played 
for three months against the Republicans 
on one side and M. Tsaldaris, the Prime 
Minister, on the other. The Republicans 
rose because they suspected in Government 
policy a design to abolish the Constitution 
and restore the King. M. Tsaldaris sup- 
pressed them as rebels against the existing 
régime, but the ensuing reaction towards 
monarchy obliged him to agree that a 
plebiscite on the issue of the restoration 
should be held earlier than he, as a 
moderate monarchist, thought wise. His 
difficulties were increased greatly in June, 
when General Kondylis, hitherto a stout 
Republican, announced himself a convert 
to the Royalist cause. The demand that 
a plebiscite should be held forthwith 
became so pressing that the Prime 
Minister was obliged to spend some time 
at a foreign spa in order to recruit his 
energies after a protracted bout with the 
General and his supporters. When he 
returned in September it was to find that 
his War Minister had not been idle in his 
absence. The Army, perhaps, not unin- 
fluenced by the somewhat. downright 
methods adopted by General Kondylis 
towards was enthusiastically 
Royalist, and the Civil Services had been 
purged of any members who might be 
expected to resist an attack upon the 
Republic. M. Tsaldaris, still protesting 
that the country should be given time to 
settle down after the March revolt before 
it was asked to vote on so important a 
matter as the King’s restoration, was 
obliged to give in, and the plebiscite was 
arranged for November 3rd. General 
Kondylis seemed to have won the game; 
for the test of popular feeling would be 
‘‘free’’ only in name, and there was 
little doubt that the voting would favour 
the ex-King. Fears that Royalist ardour 
might cool and Republican indignation 
grow warmer before the appointed day, 
have driven him now to take a further 
step. He has made himself Regent, and, 
although he declares that the plebiscite 
will be held, he has taken the precaution 
to settle matters in advance by announcing 
that the Republic is dead. Such a display 
of loyal devotion places the King in a 
position of embarrassment. He has main- 
tained consistently that he will return 
only by the wish of a vast majority of his 
people, It seems that he now has refused 
the petition to make an immediate entry 
into Athens, but there is no reason to 
believe that the vote in November will 
reveal the true wishes of the people any 
more than the General’s invitation reveals 
them now. Even in Greece the upsetting 
of the Constitution seems an odd prelude 
to a free vote to decide whether or not the 
people wish to retain it.

Rugby Football 


Readers of ‘‘ Tom Brown’s Schooldays’’ 
will not need to be reminded that Rugby 
football has changed a great deal since 
that famous day when it was discovered 
that a football could be carried as well as 
kicked. The “ Rugby ” of Tom Brown’s 
time bears little resemblance to any 
known sport of the present generation, 
and the accepted tactics of even fifty years 
ago would bring the police on to the field 
if they were employed to-day at Lans- 
downe road. So much can be gathered, at 
all events, from reminiscences that are 
appearing in the correspondence column 
of The Times. One contributor, quoting 
from the rules of 1845, reveals that in 
those Spartan times “ all matches were 
drawn after five days, but after three if 
no goal had been kicked.’’ How the con- 
testants managed to survive in the mean- 
time is not made clear, especially in view 
of the description given by other corre- 
spondents of the two main features of the 
old Rugby game—‘ scragging mm and 

“hacking.” Any player running with 
the ball, if caught, was liable to be 
throttled by bis opponent until he either 
broke free or loosed his hold on the ball 
| throug sheer exhaustion. This pro- 
cedure, apparently, was ‘‘ scragging.’ 
“ Hacking '—the term sislinias itself— 
could be indulged in at almost any time, 
but it found its fullest scope in the scrum- 
mages. ‘The thing to do,” says one 
correspondent, ‘‘ was to get the ball 
between your ankles and hold it there 
while the opposite side hacked you until 
you had to loosen it.”

Election Plans 


It is the intention of the Government 
to bring the present Parliament to a close 
as soon as possible, and it has been 
arranged that it shall reassemble on 
Tuesday, October 22nd, when there will be 
a «ebate in both houses on the inter- 
national situation. If all goes according 
to expectation Parliament will be pro- 
rogued on Friday, October 25th, and this 
prorogation will be followed shortly after- 
wards by a proclamation ordering dissolu- 
tion. Now that Mr. Baldwin has mado 
his decision the ‘organisations of the 
National Government are busy with pre- 
parations, and some unusual methods wi! 
be employed in the appeal to the 
electorate. A great number of speakers 
will leave London to address meetings in 
the provinces, and the Prime Minister 
himself will undertake a tour lasting a 
fortnight, when he will visit a number of 
important centres. On occasions he will 
be joined by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and 
Sir John Simon. Cinema vans, wireless 
and aeroplanes will be used to cover remote 
places, as it is recognised that the country 
voter is a force not to be neglected. The 
date of the election has not yet been fixed, 
but it probably will be on a day towards 
the end of next month. 


Among the Liberals 


Mr. Lloyd George had intended to play 
a great part in any future general 
election, but it is doubtful whether. his 
plans are sufficiently mature to enable him 
to place in the field the several hundred 
candidates he is said to have behind him. 
He intends, however, to send out a 
questionnaire to all candidates, with the 
idea of contesting seats likely to be favour- 
able to his cause. The Liberals who 
support Sir Herbert Samuel are also dis- 
concerted hy the sudden call to arms, and 
it may be found that of the four t.undred 
candidates it was proposed to put forward 
only about one-half will be available. The 
House of Commons now has 468 Conserva- 


tives, 35 National Liberals, 13 National 
Labour, 61 Labour, 31 Liberals and 4 


Lloyd George Liberals. The Conservatives 
already have 514 candidates, the Labour 
Party 510, Liberals 200, and other parties 
56. This suggests that the struggle will 
be between the Conservatives and Labour. 


Lord Snowden to Speak 


Most people will remember the very 
effective speeches by wireless of Lord 
Snowden at the last general election and 
the influence they exercised on the minds 
of the voters. On the coming occasion 
Lord Snowden will play no great part. 
He will speak, however, at the National 
Liberal Club next Wednesday, when he 
will take for his subject ‘‘ The Coming 
General Election,’’ and as an old cam- 
paigner and a shrewd: observer his fore- 
cast of the position will attract attention.

Naval Disarmament Talks 


The announcement of Mr. Swanson, 
Secretary of the Navy at Washington, 
that a naval disarmament conference will 
be held in London before the end of the 


year is apparently based on the assump- 


ance with the terms of the London Naval 
Treaty, which expires at the end of this 
year. It does not necessarily indicate 
that the conversations which were broken 
off at the end of last year will be resumed. 
Possibly some meeting will be held in 
London of representatives of the five 
Powers concerned to mark the expiration 
of the London Treaty, but at the moment 
no definite arrangoments have been made, 
and unless there is a striking change in 
the situation the prospect of a disarma- 
ment agreement does not appear to be 
bright. 


A Military Wedding 


The Duke of Gloucester is attached to 
the 16th-5th Lancers, the regiment which 
incorporates the 5th Royal Irish Lancers, 
but he will be married in the uniform oi 
his own regiment, the 10th Hussars, 
which is at present on foreign service. 
It is possible that it will be an all- 
military wedding, as all the King’s sons 
now hold Army rank. The Duke of Kent 
was married in the uniform of a Com- 
mander of the Navy, but since then he 
has received Army rank as Colonel of the 
Royal West Kent Regiment. If an all- 
military wedding is decided upon, the 
King will wear Field-Marshal's uniform 
and the Prince of Wales will wear that of 
Colonel of the Welsh Guards. 


Renovations at Downing Street 


No. 10 Downing street has just received 
its annual “‘spring”’ clean. This always 
takes place in the early autumn during the

decoration remains almost exactly as it

The Times in a leading article te-day 
says:—The meeting of the Church Con- 
gress at Bournemouth this week decisively 
refuted all fears that the Congress had 
lost its usefulness and that its resuscita- 
tion was unwise. It proved, on the 
contrary, a complete success. — Already 
there is a growing conviction that 
political actions must be based upon moral 
principles, and to this conviction, indeed, 
the existence of the League of Nations is 
due. Yet moral principles will be 
inadequate until they, in turn, are linked 
with religious belief. Nothing short of 
religious belief, then, must ultimately 
dominate the character and policy of the 
State. As various speakers at the Church 
Congress remarked, the hold of the State 
upon the community is greater to-day than 
at any previous time, owing to the dis- 
coveries of science and other factors. Alien 
to the British ideal as is the conception 
of a Totalifarian State, there can be no 
doubt that the influence of the State upon 
individual life is certain to increase. All 
the more important, therefore, it becomes 
that this influence should be in accord 
with the principles of Christianity. 
Tu» character of a State depends, after 
all, adds The Times, on the personal 
characters of its citizens, and the 
characters of those citizens depend upon 
the degrse in which the truth and claims 
of Christianity are brought: home to them. 
This. if it is to render the State the best

THREAT TO NEW YORK 
HARBOUR

HOUSTON (THXAAS), Friday. 


The strike of longshoremen in the ports 
of Alabama and Florida to-day spread to 
the east coast of America. Three thousand 
more longshoremen, niainly from the ports 
of Texas, are joining the strike to-day, 
according to an announcement made by 
the International Longshoremen’s Associa- 
tion. . 

It is feared that the strike may spread 
further along both the east and the west 
coasts.

FREE STATE ARMY'S 
POSITION 


Developments in connection with the 
Italo-Abyssinian situation have raised 
speculation as to the circumstances in 
which the Free State Army might be ex- 
pected to act.

That dispute had been prolonged 
for an unconscionable time, having lasted 
over three and a half years, had inflicted 
great hardships on large sections of the 
community, produced instability and in- 
security m business, and hampered and 
hindered the economic and business life 
of the nation.

“ It is not necessary to illustrate the 
present condition of our main source of 
wealth, namely—agriculture,” said Mr. 
Cosgrave. ‘‘ It is admitted by friends of 
the Government that farmers are, and 
have been for the last three years, suffer- 


ing under very severe handicaps. The 


prices obtainable for agricultural produce 
are abnormally low. The prices which 
they have to pay for essential. goods and 
services are much higher than the un- 
tramelled operation of the economic laws 
of supply and demand would warrant. 
And if, as is the case, more than half the 
population of the country depend for their 
existence upon the produce of the farms, 
the rest of the country cannot possibly 
escape the baneful effects which fall upon 
the larger portion of the entire com: 
munity. 
“The root cause of the main difficulties 
now affecting agriculture is to be found 
in the penal tariffs imposed on the farm 
exports. And no matter what may be 
attempted or achieved by any Government 
| for agriculture in the way of organisation, 
subventions and State help of all kinds, 
as long as that root cause remains there 
can be no return to health. 

“Is may be that the Government would 
object to any increase in the trade with 
Great Britain,” he said, “that they do 
not desire it, but the facts are that the 
expansion of trade between two countries 
by no means predicates a limitation of 
industrial expansion in either or both. 
We have a more favourable balance with

“But a major consideration is this: 
Due and proper enjoyment of the British 
market is essential to the prosperity of 
this country.
